Carnival Parade Out 
Due to Senate 




Reaffirm Stand Against Early Opening; 
Committee Cancels Caper 



The McGill Senate, at a recent meeting, virtually vetoed the holding of a Winter 
Carnival Parade by reaffirming its ruling of the past year. 

On March 18, 1952, one month after the carnival ended, the Carnival executive re- 
ceived the following letter from the secretary of the McGill Senate. 



". . . In future Winter Carn- 
ival weekends, no activities or" 
events involving tho student 
body or Interrupting the reg- 
ular acadeiulo work of the 
University shall ho scheduled 
lo take phii'n on uny day be- 
fore the Thursday of tho Carn- 
ival weekend or before 0 pill 
on that day." 

The parade proved to be one 
of tho highlights of the Carnival 
weekend. Hundreds of students ns 
well as, Montrealors lined up 
along the proposed route and 
cheered their favourite float. The 
parade passed tho reviewing 
stand where the judges, Mr. Boyd 
Miller, of the Graduate Society, 
Mr. Hugh Crombie, President or 
the Canadian Manufacturers As- 
sociation, Col. Stuart Forbos, and 
Prof. Byrd, sat and deliberated. 
Tho winning float, on the Coron- 
ation theme, was the work of 
threo fraternities, the Gamma 
Phi's, the Dekes and tho A.D.'s. 

HOI.STKIIS SPIRIT 
"Beca-UBO or Its success in 
arousing student spirit, ami be- 
cause it was the most effective 
method of starting the Carnival 
activities, It was hoped that It 
would become an annual affair 
that would eventaully become 
embedded in McGill tradition," 
stated Danny KInetone. 

Because of the senate ruling, 
the Executive gave careful con- 
sideration to alternative times 
and dates In an attempt to con- 
tinue the parade and yet obey 
the University authorities. 

It was found to be Imposs- 
ible to hold the parade on 5:0(1 
P.M on the day of the Carnival 
because It would he too dark 
then, thero would he very little 
student participation, and the 



.Montreal police would object 
liecause or the traffic conges- 
tion at that hour. 
To hold the parade on Friday 
would defeat the purpose or the 
parade, which Is to inaugurate 
tho Winter Carnival activities 
and furthermore II would con- 
flict with the skiing competition 
in tho Laurentians. To hold the 
parade on Saturday would again 
serve no purpose mid again la- 
in conflict with the other activ- 
ities. 

Itnthcr than eliminate the 
parade entirely, tho Executive 
decided to try and convince the 
senate to reconsider Ihoir ruling.

If ho served 
no purpose other than providing enjoyment for 
our children then ho would have a worthy place, 
but do not forget how Santa Claus helps to 
relieve the cares and worries of the adults. Tor n 
period they ran drop the mask of sophistication 
and recapture the past. Cone are tho hntcB and 
quarrels of the unfriendly world. In place are 
affection and interest In the children. The mind 
is soothed. The family Is drawn closer. Everyone 
has fun. 

Simla Claus cannot ho destroyed because 
he stands for wbat Is best in our life. He shows 
us unselfishness, merriment and relaxation. He 
delights our clubs, lie builds up our business and 
our wardrobes. He gives up group spirit and nn 
individual warm feeling of contentment. He re- 
captures our youth for us and intoxicates our 
minds with old memories of events nnd com- 
panionships. He Is the essence of our culture nnd 
heritage. 

No amount of bitterness nnd vilifacation from 
his opponents can discredit the benefits of this 
make-believe prim e.

It is a well known fnct that by 
far the largest mnjority of tho 
population of India live in villa- 
ges. They aro mostly employed in 
agriculture, hut it is estimated 
that only about one half of those 
who live and work on tho land are 
actually needed for tilling the 
fields. Many of the villagers work- 
as craftsmen, nnd the handicrafts 
of India have long been famous 
for their beauty and for the care- 
ful wormanship that goes into 
their making. 

STRONG TRADITION

Indians for the village crafts

hid In, Indeed il here have hcen 
fine cmftsnicn'slncc time inline- 
mucin]. There lire evidences of 
direful workmnnstiip In ninny 
of the iirtlcle.s found in urclieo- 
logical even valions. Tho rock- 
cut caves of tile time of Christ 
nnd before, used its temples mid 
monasteries by the enrly Hin- 
du's nnd Buddhists, nre famous 
for their frescoes and for Hie 
Intricate carving of their de- 
coration. 
Today the tradition is still 
strong. Craftsmen, following the 
trade handed down from father 
to son, still make intricate silver 
work, inlaid brass and marble 
work, embroidery with fine silver 
and gold thread, delicate carvings 
in wood and Ivory and rich fab- 
rics. Indian skill Is well known 
for Its beauty and excellence. 

From looking at the work, ono 
would think the sale ot theso ar- 
ticles would assure a good living 
for the craftsman, but unfortuna- 
tely this Is no' so. These workers 
fully participate in the general 
poverty and misory of the common 
people of India. Tho prices, that 
these workmen can sell their pro- 
ducts for Is ridiculously low, in 
many cases imperceptibly higher

Perhaps llie'lnrgest factor in 
Hie whole business of handi- 
craft v Is (he cheapness of la- 
bour in India, The one resource 
that India lias to excess Is la- 
bour. Men, women and children 
are the greatest resource India 
has. Their skill nnd care, fol- 
lowing their long- tradition of 
craftsmanship, makes their 
handwork perhaps Hie best in 
Hie world. Certainly, It Is fine 
and distinctive to the Western 
eye. Ear design nnd put tern 
come directly out of rich myth- 
ology, mi nne'ent folklore. The 
carvings depict ninny of the po- 
pular gods and goddesses in 
traditional poses cr actions — 
characteristic scenes form Ibis 
patterns for Inlay ami embroid- 
ery work — Jewelery follows 
patterns Hint, have hcen used 
for centuries.

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Ancient Oriental Tablet 
Retells Christmas 




Unique Relic of Chinese Christian Sect 
Featured at Divinity Hall Museum 

by Don Allen 

The story of Christmas, in Oriental words ten centuries old, is to be viewed on one 
of two plaster casts of historic tablets currently being displayed by .McGill University 
Museums. < 

The seasonal religious writings are included in the lengthy inscription appearing on 
a six-foot monument dating from the ninth or tenth century and commemorating the 
founding of a Christian movement — Nestorianism — in the "Middle Kingdom." China. 



The tnblot Is on exhibit at the 
Museum of Biblical Antiquities, 
Divinity Hall, Where li Is Inclu- 
ded in the dlsplny, "The Ancient 
[World'', A complete translation 
of tho Inscription Is available. Re- 
ferring to tho Christmas story, 
the ancient writer declares: 

"Ono Person of our Trinity, 
tho McmIiiIi, who Is ihc f.uiul- 
. nous Lord of the Universe, 
veiling His true Majesty, ap- 
peared upon earth ns a man. 
Angels proclaimed (lie (>lml Ti- 
ding-;. A virgin «ave birth to 
tho Holy One. A bright Star

announced tho blessed event. 
Persians saw (he splendour and 
Mime furl h with their tribute." 
The tablet traces at length the 
development of "the Ta-ch'ln lu* 
minons religion" in China. .Mu- 
seum officiait! Identify Nestor I us, 
the founder of the Movement, as 
a flftb-ccntury Syrian ecclesiastic' 
ICarly. evangelistic activity 
spread the fnfluenco of Xeslorlu- 
iiism throughout Asia, for five 
centuries the N'estorlans wens "a 
recognized Christian Institution 
within tho Territory of Islam". 
Marked setbacks wore recorded, 
however, during nth and 11th 
century barbaric invasions, , 

The "preamble" to Hie Inscrip- 
tion stales fundamental beliefs of 
following terms: 

"There Is One who is true 
and firm, who, being Uncreat- 
ed, is the Origin of Hie origins; 
who Is ever Incomprehensible 
and Invisible, yet ever myste-

Famed from Halifax to Hour Kong, .Toe 
Beef's Canteen in Montreal wum once Canada's 
most colourful tavern. 

The eccentric proprietor, an cx-nrtillcry 
sergeant born Charles McKicrriuh, dispensed 
free food with one fist and rough justice with 
tho other. Beef kept monkeys, racoons, un 
alligator, a parrot and a porcupine in his 
125-bcd dormitory, and a bison in the cellar. 

The day Joe lîcef was buried, June 10, 
1S89, few offices .stayed open. A contemporary 
account redds, "The line stretched for blocks, 
being thoroughly representative of all sorts 
nnd conditions of humanity. A larger crowd 
has seldom if ever gathered to see a funeral. 
Millionaires rubbed elbows with mechanics. 
The 'bumbs' (the late Mr. Beef spelled it so), 
plain and simple, were there in sincere sorrow". 

One attraction at Joe Beef's was a tamo 
bear, l'or a pint of ale, this Bruin would 
scramble tip a pole like greased lightning, l'or 
a quart, he'd dance a hornpipe. Another fea- 
ture was tho ale itself which was served in 
pint-and-a-half mugs. 

In it.s heyday, Joe Beef's got a good deal of 
ale from Molson's, and both customers and 
bear alike seem to have been highly pleased. 
Nowadays taverns are more conventional, 
but the long green bottles and the traditional 
phraeci "Make Mine Molson's" arc still links 
with the colourful past. And it. takes more 
than tradition to account, for the fact that 
today more < Canadians call for "The Ale Your 
Gieut-Oraiidfatlter Drank" than ask for any 
oi her brand.

effectiveness. Certainly there was 
little in Hie way 0 f convincing 
iirgiietneiit in favour of banners, 
but they were approved nonethe- 
less. 

In rejecting SCOPE'S plea for 
Î350 more money, the SEC wus 
In a most uncomfortable position. 
Must of thorn seemed to be sym- 
pathetic with tho Committee and 
Its iicnils, but they Just didn't 
seem to think that tho Students' 
Society could afford it. 

As Urum Elsonstatt, Chnlrmuu 
of SCOFIi, pointed out, the money 
might not all bo spent. On the 
budget, howovor, It would have 
lo lie considered as spent, aud n 
$:ir.ll grant to SCOFF wouldn't 
leave much of tho $670 reserve 
for unbudgetod ovents Hint has 
to last until June. 

Anothor interesting point was 
brought up on finance In general. 
Mr. Ralph Sbackell, Secrotnry 
Treasuror of the Students' Society 
mentioned ,thnt over and above 
the defeelt anticipated for the Me- 
Hill Dally, tho Council budgeted 
n total for other clubs and organ- 
izations of several thousand dol- 
lars more than thoy had spent 
last year. 

.11 is difficult to see how this 
tamo about, ns most or Hioso 
connected will, campus organiz- 
ations know only too well, their 
budgets were cut ruthlessly. Pos- 
sibly tho impression of economy 
comes from tho fnct that these 
cuts were made from the amounts 
asked for by the clubs - usually 
an amount greater than they had 
received last year. Another fuctor 
which may explain things Is that 
Mr. Sbackoll's comparison was be- 
tween money budgeted for this 
year, nnd that actually spent lust 
year. Anyway, It | s certnlnly true 
that the SEC lias been scrupulous 
in their examination of the bud- 
gets this year, and while possibly 
more economies could have been 
made (such ns In cutting out ban- 
ners), no-ono can deny that they 
hnve taken their responsibilities 
seriously. 

The School of Social Work 
seems to bo getting a raw deal.
